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Abramowicz Sentenced To Hang, Thursday, May 25 


Received Verdict And Sentence 
In Stunned Silence; To Hang In 
Lethbridge Jail 


Crown Prosecutor Literally Tears Accused’s 
Statement to Pieces—Defence Counsel Pleaded 
- Provocation by Victim in Effort to Save Accused 
from Death Sentence. 

Peter Ambrowicz, 49-year-old timber packer at Inter¬ 
national Coal & Coak Co., Ltd., Coleman, self-confessed 
axe slayer of 39-year-old widowed mother of four children, 
Veronica Zahorijko, of Lethbridge, in his three-roomed 
house in East Coleman in the early hours of Tuesday, 
January 25, will pay the penalty by hanging tft Leth¬ 
bridge jail on Thursday, May 25. 

The verdict, after two hours deliberation by a six- 
man jury declaring him guilty at the conclusion of two 
days trial in Supreme Court in Macleod, was concurred in 
by Mr. Justice Tweedie, who after asking the accused if 
he had anything to say before sentence should be passed 
to which through his interpreter, Stephen Janostak, he 
replied in the negative, passed sentence in the breathless 
silence of the court, whereby “you will be kept in close 
confinement in Lethbridge Jail, and on May 25th hanged 
by the neck till you are dead, and may God have mercy 
op your soul.” 

Accused received the verdict and sentence in stunned 
silence, as if he failed to grasp the full import of the ex¬ 
treme penalty. 15 minutes after he was hurried off by 
R.C.M.P. police escort to Lethbridge, with handcuffs, 
upon his wrists. It will be the first execution there since 
three bandits were hanged over 17 years ago for the 
slaying of a taxi driver on the Calgary-Macleod highway.

Price Play Heroic Roles in 

Italian Fighting 

Two Bellevue men have been 
awarded the Military Medals for 
valor according to an announce¬ 
ment made by the Minister of 
National Defence. They are Pte. 
(Acting Corporal) John Goodwin 
MSlnes and Pte. (Acting Cor¬ 
poral) Thomas James Price. The 
awards to the Bellevue men were 
two of fifty nine new awards 
won by Canadian soldiers. 

Wa 8 Mine Employee 
A|Cpl. John Goodwin Milnes, M.M. 

Private (Acting Corporal) John 
Goodwin Milnes, M-11226, Cana¬ 
dian Infantry Corps, was born at 
Denaby, Yorkshire, England, May 
10, 1916. He later moved to Bel¬ 
levue, Alta., where he was em¬ 
ployed as a miner. He enlisted 
with the Active Army September 
25, 1939. His mother, Mrs. Vina 
Hutton, lives at Bellevue, Alta. 

Pte. Milnes is a cousin of Mrs. 
Gabe D’Amico and Andrew 
Charlesworth, of Coleman. 

His citation reads; 

“At first light on October 23, 
1943, the Loyal Edmonton Regi¬ 
ment was attacking the town of 
Colle D’Anchise, “A’’ Company’s 
objective being a high feature im¬ 
mediately north and adjacent to 
the town. Numbers 7 and 8 Pla¬ 
toons had reached their objectives 
Completely surprising the enemy. 
Number 9 Platoon, in which Cpl. 
Milnes commanded a section, was 
temporarily prevented from mov¬ 
ing forward by severe and con¬ 
centrated enemy machine gun fire 
coming from the right flank. 

“Cpl. Milnes obtained permis¬ 
sion from his platoon commander 
to place his section in charge of 
the second-in-command, and vol¬ 
unteered to remove the enemy 
machine gun. Permission was 
granted and this non-commision- 
ed officer displaying outstanding 
skill and fieldcraft, advanced 200 
yards over very open ground and 
up a steep cliff to within close 
range of the German gunpit. He 
silenced the enemy machine gun, 
capturing one prisoner and kill¬ 
ing two other Germans in the 
action. This gallant deed allowed 
the remainder of this section and 
the platoon to attain their objec¬ 
tive.” 

Corporal T. J. Price, M.M. 

Corporal Thomas James Price, 
22 of Bellevue, Alberta, enlisted 
in the Canadian Army February 
24, 1941. A member of the Cana¬ 
dian Armoured Corps, Cpl. Price 
reached his present rank October 
24, 1943, after having proceeded 
overseas in 1941. He was sent to 
the North African theatre of war 
August of 1943. His wife, Mrs. 
Peggy Jean Helen Price, lives at 
63 Alfriston Road, Seaford, Sus¬ 
sex, England, while his mother, 
Mrs. Thomas Price, lives at Belle¬ 
vue, Alberta. He was a truck 
driver and (baker’s helper in pre¬ 
war days.

HISTORY OF EVENTS 

Accused, of Polish nationality, 
came to Canada in 1929. As a 
miner, he worked at, Lethbridge, 
and following the death of Ver¬ 
onica’s husband five years ago, 
lived with her in her Lethbridge 
home as her husband. In 1942 he 
came to work at Coleman, occu¬ 
pying a house in East Coleman. 
Veronica and the children subse¬ 
quently came there and stayed 
in the house until about two 
months before Christmas 1943, 
When with the children she mov¬ 
ed into a small shack apart from 
accused. Before Christmas she 
moved back to Lethbridge, oc¬ 
cupying her home there, and Am¬ 
browicz occasionally visited there, 
giving her money and helping to 
support the family. 

On the night of January 24 she 
came to Coleman by train, arriv¬ 
ing at accused’s house about 2:30 
a.m. on Jan. 25, taking with her a 
bottle of whiskey which accused 
had purchased while he visited 
her in Lethbridge. She was last 
seen alive by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Elasc'huk, who came in on the 
same train after visiting a daugh¬ 
ter in Lethbridge. Veronica part¬ 
ed with them near the Ukrainian 
hall, nearby accused’s house. 

QUARREL STARTED IN BED 

After drinking some of the 
whiskey, they went to bed, accus¬ 
ed in 'his statement stating they 
were good friends. 

Later accused saw Veronica get 
up, turn on the electric light, and 
go to his suit case to look for 
something. From this on a quar¬ 
rel developed, and according to ac¬ 
cused, Veronica went and picked 
up an axe, stating “I kill you.” 
j Accused wrested the axe from 
her, saying “I kill you.” 

He then hit her a terrific blow 
on the head with the axe, then 
on the other side, each of which 
was sufficient to cause death. He 
left he r nude body lying in the 
kitchen, then went back to (bed, 
but could not sleep. 

Evidence of witnesses, nearby 
neighbors, saw accused that 
morning about 10 o’clock (Jan. 
25) locking his house, dressed in 
his good clothes, carrying a suit¬ 
case. He asked George Elaschuk 
if Veronica came in on the same 
train as himself and wife the 
night before. He then said that 
she had been called for by friends 
from Bellevue and taken there in 
a car, that he had missed the 
morning (bus, and would go there 
in the afternoon on the train. 

Mrs. Bielish, whose home Was 
next to accused’s, stated that he 
asked her for a loan of $10 be¬ 
fore going to town. 

John Lusk, John Stanzewski 
and another miner told of hav¬ 
ing a meal in Coleman Cafe 
shortly after noon when accused 
told them he was quitting his 
job at the mine. Joe. Lipovski, 
owner of the Coleman hotel, stat¬ 
ed accused had a couple of beers, 
then left fo r the train, after 
asking to borrow' ten dollars. As 
the train was about twenty min¬ 
utes late, he came back and had 
a couple more beers. No inkling 
of the crime had leaked out, and 
accused left on the train. 

Arriving in Lethibridge, he went 
to the home of the dead woman, 
and told the children their mother 
had gone on to Calgary to do 
some shopping, for which he had 
given her $300. He also told 
Stella, 13-year-oM daughter of 
Veronica, that her mother had 


sent her gold wrist watch as a 
present to her, and she would 
buy another for herself in Cal¬ 
gary. 

Stella in her evidence told of 
her mother leaving on the night 
of Jan. 24, taking her money, 
purse and watch, the last time 
she saw her alive. Accused ar¬ 
rived about 6 p.m. Jan. 25, stay¬ 
ed the night at the home, 112-20th 
street N., Lethbridge, sleeping 
in the kitchen. He gave the chil¬ 
dren a dollar. She said he oc- 
r^fionally gave them money when 
he came from Coleman. 

Joe, 15-year-old son, told of 
accused coming to live with them 
after their father died about five 
years ago. He last saw his mother 
the night of Jan. 24 when he re¬ 
turned home from selling papers. 

After Pete’s arrival from Cole¬ 
man, he saw a whiskey bottle, 
in (which was about a cupful, 
from, which Pete (accused) took 
some. Pete said he was going 
back to Coleman. He left the 
house about 9:45 next morn¬ 
ing (Jan. 26) Joe staying home 
from school with Stella, (because 
he said they were a little bit 
scared. 

GOES TO POLICE- 
SURRENDERS 

Accused then went to the R.C. 
M.P. quarters in Lethbridge, 
where he stated to Sergeant J. A. 
Cawsey—“I have killed a woman 
with an axe.” His name was ob¬ 
tained from his registration cer¬ 
tificate, the statutory warning 
was read to him and his state¬ 
ment taken, which on comple¬ 
tion he admitted was true and 
that he understood it. This re¬ 
lated the incidents of the night’s 
tragic happenings. 

GRUESOME DISCOVERY 
OF BODY 

R.C.M.P. officers in Blairmore 
under Sergeant T. Mudiman were 
immediately advised by telephone 
to go to the ohuse in East Cole¬ 
man, where the blinds were 
drawn, the doo r locked. Entrance 
being forced, the grim evidence 
was before them with the body 
lying nude iwith only a pair of 
stockings on and an undergar¬ 
ment lying partly under the 
crushed skull of the unfortunate 
victim, who was face downward 
and in a pool of blood which had 
flowed from the terrible gashes 
pentrating an inch and a half 
through the skull. 

From then on the police (built 
up their case against the accused 
and the crime was reconstructed 
with telling effect in court by S. 
■C. Blanchard, K.C., crown prose¬ 
cutor, and J. L. Fawcett, K.C. In 
a 45 minute address to the jury 
he pointed out that the claim of 
accused being very drunk when 
he killed the woman did not exten¬ 
uate the circumstances or excuse 
him, for certain actions which he 
admitted in his statement to Ser¬ 
geant Cawsey showed that he 
was able to see Veronica get out 
of bed and go to his suit case, he 
stating that he pretended to be 
asleep, but was watching to see 
what she was doing. He could not 
claim self-defence, for he was 
able to take the axe from her, 
and was in no further danger of 
being attacked (by a woman much 
weaker than himself. Scratches on 
the back of the woman’s body in¬ 
dicated to him (the prosecutor) 
that the fight had started in the 
bed, the small spots of blood 
there were probably caused by

an enemy counter attack by 
twelve Mark IV tanks in support 
of infantry. This most conspicu¬ 
ous act of bravery and extreme 
devotion to duty materially as¬ 
sisted in the holding of the vi¬ 
tally important town of San Le¬ 
onardo.
